Proposed Change in Law Would no 


Longer Allow One Nan to Hang 
Jury in Civil Cases 


The Friebolin bill. No. 8, providing for the abolishment «»f the 


unanimous jury verdict in civil cases, was recommended for pas- 
sage by the joint committee of the legislature at Columbus Tues- 
day. The committee \oted 17 to 7. By its action, the joint-commit- 
tee rejected the recommendation of a committee from the state bar 
association on the subject, which proposed to have 
the jurv em- 


powered to render a divided verdict only when the court so order- 
ed. The Friebolin bill provides that the votes of nine members of u 
jury are all that are required for a verdict. 


Judge Hunt Heard 


Judge Charles B. Hunt of Cosh- 


octon. a member of the state bar 
committee, appeared before 
the 


joint committee at the request of 
its chairman, to explain why such 
a recommendation was made. The. 
jury, would be sure to know it. he 
said, if there was a legal time lim- 
it set after which a divided ver- 
dict could be rendered, and the 
majority would refuse 
to delib- 


erate with the one or two that 
differed with them—simply lull- 
ing time until the limit was up 
and then decide the case by elim- 
inating the minority. 


No Uniformity? 


Mr. Reid of Fayette pointed 


out that under this provision

yerdiets^ the,v, Jjojgld never j>eemit 
one. and there would be no uni- 
formity among the courts of the 
state in this matter.
